ONLY A FEW years ago mechani­ 
cal refrigeratio n was co nsidered a 
luxury. To day 1t is within the reach 
o f all. No o ne will deny that a go o d 
refrigerato r is a 
necessity and Is

as Impo rtant as 
go o d fo o d. With­ 
o ut pro per refrig­ 
eratio n go o d fo o d 
and go o d health 
canno t 
be 
o b­ 
tained. 
I am o f t e n 
a s ke d whether 
th e mechanical 
r e f r i g erato r is 
safe. When this 
means o f refrig­ 
eratio n was flrst 
disco vered there 
may have been 
dangers attached 
to the chemicals used In the machine. 
Fo rtunately, extensive experiments 
have eliminated the dangers and no 
refrigerato r is so ld unless it has been 
appro ved and reco mmended by ex­ 
perts. 
This mo dern means o f refrigera­ 
tio n has in a large measure do ne 
away with the o ld-fashio ned ice bo x. 
It supplies ice co ntinuo usly and is 
mo re dependable. I am sure yo u will 
agree with me that the mo dern re­ 
frigerato r is cleaner under the o r­ 
dinary co nditio ns o f use than the ice 
bo x which required co nstant sco uring 
and cleansing. 
Perhaps the greatest advantage o f 
this mo dern gift o f science is that it 
keeps all fo o dstuffs at a regulated 
and even temperature. 
The tem­ 
perature is usually aro und 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
The temperature la no t influenced 
by o utside facto rs. A great deal o f 
the Ice in an ice bo x is lo st by po o rly 
fitttd do o rs, sunny co rners, o r pro x­ 
imity to a kitchen sto ve. Such co n­ 
ditio ns lead to fo o d spo ilage. This is 
an eco no mic lo ss and a health haz­ 
ard. 
Danger of Poi« oning 
During the ho t days o i the sum­ 
mer the value and impo rtance o f 
pro per refrigeratio n canno t be o ver­ 
stated. Fo o ds that spo il are a men- 
aW to the health o f the family. Pro p­ 
er refrigeratio n is especially impo r­ 
tant fo r yo ung Infants and children, 
fo rjt is a well-kno wn fact that even 
pasteurized milk, if allo wed to stand 
in a warm place fo r a sho rt while, 
will spo il. This leads to digestive dis­ 
turbances and is the co mmo n cause 
o f co lic and diarrhea. 
Bear in mind that the preservatio n 
o f meat, milk, vegetables and o ther 
perishable fo o ds is o ne o f the mo st 
impo rtant pro blems o f mo dern civi­ 
lizatio n. 
It means, no t o nly keep­ 
ing fo o d fresh and who leso me, but 
also preserving It witho ut lo ss o f nu­ 
tritive value. In additio n, pro per re­ 
frigeratio n prevents fo o ds fro m de­ 
velo ping injurio us substances, such 
as “to xins’' and "pto mains". 
When yo u purchase a mechanical 
refrigerato r make sure it has the Beal 
o f scientific appro val and is a stand­ 
ard, well-kno wn machine.

It supplies ice continuously and is 
more dependable. I am sure you will 
agree with me that the modern re- 
frigerator is cleaner under the or- 
dinary conditions of use than the ice 
box which required constant scouring 
and cleansing.
